During Night 


Mob Battles Police Details; 


Several Persons Are 


Injured 


SEVENTY FIVE ARE 


PUT UNDER ARREST

PHILADELPHIA, 
Aug. 
2.— 


Five hundred policemen from all 
sections of the city converged 
on a north Philadelphia neigh- 
borhood today to suppress seri- 
ous race disturbances which con- 
tinued sporadically through the 
night. 
In the worst outbreaks the city 


.las experienced for years several 
persons, negroes and whites, were 
iniured and 15 were arrested. 


Daybreak brought no armistice in 


the fighting that swept the area of 
several square blocks around Ridge 
avenue and 22nd street. No sooner 
did police quell one battle when a 
fresh fight broke out in some other 
portion of the embattled sector. 


Stones, bottles, furniture and even 
u-ullets were used in the hostDities. 


Policeman Hurt. 


One policeman, Sergt. Lee Jones, 


was among the injured. In a vicious 
hand-to-hand struggle the police- 


' man's ]aw was shattered. 
Together 


with others injured in this fray 
Jones was treated at Lankenau hos- 
pital. 
It was impossible to estimate ac- 


curately the number of those hurt 
at an early hour today. 


The most violent of the series of

DEATH IN SPEEDING CARS 


Interesting light on the relation of speed to motor car accidents is 


supplied in the results of a study made by the California highway patrol. 
The survey, made by Chief E. Raymond Cato, included a five-year period. 


It proved conclusively, Chief Cato said in his report, that speed is 


"the dominant influence in California motor vehicle fatalities." If this 
is the case in California the same thing likely would be true in Penn- 
sylvania and other states. 


In the five years covered by the study, there were 158,004 serious 


traffic accidents. A total of 11,988 persons met death in them and 213,- 
959 were injured. 


This represents a high price to pay lor speeding. 
"It has been found after an experience of five consecutive years," 


said Chief Cato in his report, "that seldom if ever is there a death in a 
traffic accident that involves a collision of vehicle traveling 20 miles an 
hour or less . . . The great majority of fatalities are known to happen to 
vehicles colliding at speeds in excess of 45 miles per hour . . . At high 
speeds, practically everyone in the car may be killed." 


These conclusions were not reached exclusively on the basis of the 


figures collected by the patrol in its survey. Experiments were conducted 
for further evidence. For one month on a highway in San Mateo coun- 
ty, every speeding car was stopped and its driver forced to keep within 
what the officers regarded as safety limits. Not a single death during 
the month occurred, although previous to the experiment that road -had 
been the scene of several fatalities. A boulevard was selected for the 
other experiment. 
All speed limits were removed. The change was im- 


mediate and disastrous. The boulevard became a death lane at once. 
The test, therefore, was abandoned almost as soon as it got under way. 


The California survey seems to point the way to lowering our high- 


way death rate. Will the lesson be applied?

OMEN have a legitimate place in politics. 


It must be admitted, though, that politics has not yet been

DEATH IN SPEEDING CARS 


Interesting light on (.he relation of speed to motor car accidents is 


supplied In the results of a study mnde by the California highway patrol. 
The survey, made by Chief E. Raymond Cato, included a five-year period. 


It proved conclusively, Chief Cato snld In his report, that speed is 


"the dominant influence in California motor vehicle fatalities." 
If this 


Is the case in California the same thing likely would be true in Penn- 
sylvania and other states. 


In the five years covered by the study, there were 158,004 serious 


traffic accidents. A total of 11,988 persons met death in them and 213,- 
B59 were injured. 


This represents n high price to pay for speeding. 
"It has been found niter nn experience of five consecutive years," 


said Chief Goto In his report, "that seldom if ever is there a ddath in a 
traffic accident Lhat involves a collision of vehicle traveling 20 miles an 
hour or less . . . The grout majority o£ fatalities nre known to happen to 
vehicles colliding at speeds in excess of 45 miles per hour . . . At high 
speeds, practically everyone in the car may be killed." 


These conclusions were not reached exclusively on the basis of the 


figures collected by the patrol in its survey. Experiments were conducted 
lor further evidence. For one month on a highway in San Mateo coun- 
ty, every speeding car was stopped and its driver forced to keep within 
what the officers regarded us safety limits. Not n. single death during 
the month occurred, although previous to the experiment that road -had 
been the scene o£ several fatalities. 
A boulevard was selected for the 


other experiment. All speed limits were removed. The change was im- 
mediate and disastrous. The boulevard became a death lane at once. 
The test, therefore, was abandoned almost as soon as it got under way. 


The California survey seems to point the way to lowering our high- 


way death rate. 
Will the lesson be applied? 


OUR SANER AGE 


Because o[ change in national dietary habits, the famous old 


malady, gout, has almost passed from the picture in America today. 


Dr. R. C. Williams, assistant surgeon general of the "United States 


Public Health Service, points out that in the gay nineties gout was an 
extremely common disease. 
People ate rich food without regard to the 


needs ot their systems—and they paid the penalty. 
Today, with saner 


eating habits in vogue, gout is very rare. 


It is the same with dyspepsia, another form of retribution for the 


man who gorged himself, year after year, with over-rich foods. 


Women used to suffer from a peculiar form of anemia—caused, 


doctors believe, by the rigid steel and whalebone corsets that used to be 
laced to tight. With saner corseting, this malady also has just about 
vanished. 


We often talk about diseases such as smallpox and yellow fever 


•which are conquered by medical science. These lesser ailments, yield- 
*•• less dramatically to medical common sense, also are worth a thought. 


MARTIAL LAW FOR HUEY 


The spectacle of the Huey Long-Mayor Walmsley political battle 


In New Orleans finally reaching the point where martial law is de- 
clared seems downright silly in all its aspects. But the country at large 
has learned by now to expect most anything from Louisiana as long 
as the blatant senator is mixed up in the situation in that state. 


Nevertheless, this latest outbreak of martial law does have a more 


serious side. It is another instance of a trend that is growing more men- 
acing to the nation this summer. 


"Alfalfa" Bill Murray made martial law something of a common 


occurrence during his first few years' tenure as governor of Oklahoma 
and only this week declared military rule in a 20-foot space around an 
automobile to prevent its driver being seized by police. Martial law, un- 
officially if not officially, held forth in a dozen different strike sectors 
last month, particularly at San Francisco, Portland, Kohler, Wisconsin, 
and Minneapolis.

DEATH IN SPEEDING CARS 


Interesting light on the relation of speed to motor car accidents is 
supplied in the results of a study made by the California highway patrol. 
The survey, made by Chief E Raymond Cato, included a five-year period. 
It proved conclusively, Chief Cato said in his report, that speed is 
“the dom inant influence in California motor vehicle fatalities.” 
If this 
is the case in California the same thing likely would be true in Penn­ 
sylvania and other states. 
In the five years covered by the study, there were 158,004 serious 
traffic accidents. 
A total of 11,988 persons met death in them and 213,- 
959 were injured. 
This represents a high price to pay lor speeding. 
“It has been found after an experience of five consecutive years,” 
said Chief Cato in his report, “that seldom if ever is there a death in a 
traffic accident that involves a collision of vehicle traveling 20 miles an 
hour or less . . . The great m ajority of fatalities are known to happen to 
vehicles colliding at speeds in excess of 45 miles per hour . . . At high 
speeds, practically ev< ryone in the car m ay be killed.” 
These conclusions were not reached exclusively on the basis of the 
figures collected by the patrol in its survey. Experiments were conducted 
lor further evidence. 
For one m onth on a highway in San Mateo coun­ 
ty, every speeding car was stopped and its driver forced to keep within 
what the officers regarded as safety limits. 
Not a single death during 
the month occurred, although previous to the experim ent that road had 
been the scene of several fatalities. 
A boulevard was selected for the 
other experiment. 
All speed lim its were removed. 
The change was im ­ 
mediate and disastrous. 
The boulevard became a death lane at once. 
The test, therefore, was abandoned almost as soon as it got under way. 
The California survey seems to point the way to lowering our high­ 
way death rate.

Pennsylvania's 25,000 licensed bar- 
bers occupied a greater part of the 
division's Investlgatlonal time, ac- 
cording to Semenow's report, which 
disclosed that 17,769 barber shops 
were probed.

and 
Investigations. 
This 
total, 


however, was expected to be great- 
ly Increased as a quarterly survey 
of April, May and June, the latter 
month not included In the past 
year's report, showed inspections 
alone numbered 4,539.

stead on West Washington, now be- 
ing dismantled was secured today 
from 
Miss Margaret 
Sankey, 
a 


granddaughter of the man who 
built the old home, Major Ezekiel 
Sankey. 
The exact date of the 


building of the home is not en- 
tirely clear but it is thought that it 
was erected about 1857. 


At that time Major Sankey was 


a powerful civic factor in New Cas- 
tle. He was largely responsible for 
the first railroad coming through 
New Castle after the abandoning 
of the canal and the home he built 
on West Washington street was the 
largest in the city at that time.

Later Mr. Bennlnghoff moved to 


Greenville where he became one of 
the substantial citizens of that city.

MRS. KRAUS INJURED 
BY FALL INTO HOLE 


In an opinion handed down by 
Judge R. L. Hildebrand in Lawrence 
County court, motion by defendant 
for judgement notwithstanding the j 
verdict, and for a new trial, were 
both refused in the case of Emma 
and Andrew Kraus against Wayne 
township. Judgement is directed on 
the verdict, which u as 
for 
$6,000 
damages. 
The case, involving the respons- j 
lbility of township authorities for 
the proper maintenance of streets 
and roads, has been in the courts I 
since 1928. On July 
19, 1923, Mrs. 
Emma Kraus, with her 7 year old 
daughter, were walking along 14th 
street in Wayne township, on the 
outskirts of Ellwood City. 
It was 
about ten o'clock at night. 
Mrs. 
Kraus fell into a hole in the street 
and was quite seriously injured. 
She and her husband brought suit 
for damages against the township 
on the grounds that it is the duty of 
the supervisors to keep street and 
roads in a safe condition. • There 
was no light on the hole to warn 
those who traveled the street. 
The defense contended that there 
was contributory negligence on the 
part of Mrs; Krause. * 
The court 
holds that there is little evidence to 
that effect, as it was shown at the 
trial that Mrs. Kraus had only been 
along the street once before, earlier 
in the evening, and that it was dark 
at the time. 
She had no means of 
knowing of the danger. 
The case was first tried in June 
1932, when a verdict wras rendered 
in favor of the plaintiffs for $3500. 
A new trial was asked by the de­ 
fendant and granted. The case was 
again tried in October, 1933, with 
the result that a verdict of $6000 
was secured against the township. 
The defense then asked for judg­ 
ment notwithstanding the 
verdict 
and for a new trial, hoth of which 
are now refused, and judgment is 
directed on the $6000 verdict.

JULY SETS ALL-TIME HEAT RECORD 


FOR MIDDLE WEST AND SOUTHWEST 


July brought record-breaking heat 


co the United States, notably to the 
Middle West and Southwest. Never 
before since our weather records 
began more than 60 years ago has 
the heat in any one month been so 
intense over so wide an area in this 
country'nor have such abnormally 
high temperatures persisted day aft- 
er day without a break, according to 
J. B. Kincer of the Weather Bureau. 
The nearest approach was in July, 
1901. 
The highest temperatures record- 


ed for July this year in the Middle 
West and Southwest closely paral- 
leled, and in many places topped the 
July 1901 record in the same area. 
This year the highest ranged from 
104 degrees, or 13 degrees above 
normal, at Oklahoma City, Okla., 
to 108 degrees, or 22 degrees above 
normal, at Des Moines, Iowa. 
At 


Columbia, Mo., the maximum of 112 
degrees was 24 degrees above nor- 
mal and at North Platte, Neb., the 
maximum of 108 degrees was 21 de- 
grees above normal. 
In July 1901 


ihey ran from 102 degrees, or 11 de- 
grees above normal, at Oklahoma 
City, to 109 degrees, or 23 degrees 
above normal, at Des Moines. 


The number of successive 
days 


when the thermometer registered 
100 degrees or over puts July 1934 
in a class by itself in the records of 
the Weather Bureau, Mr. 
Kincer 


says. 
Des Moines reported 12 days 


with 100 degree and higher temper- 
atures; 9 of these were successive. 
In 1901, there were the same num- 
ber of high-temperature days at 
Des MoLnes. but only 6 were in suc- 
cession. 
Columbia, Mo., had 21 


such days, with 16 .in succession, in 
July 1834, and 18 with 7 in suc- 
cession, in July 1901. 
North Platte, 


Neb., had 16, with 13 in succession 
in 1934, against 7; with 2 in suc- 
cession, in 1901. 
Concordia, Kans., 


had 23. with IB in succession, in 
July 1934, and 19, with 10 in suc- 
cession, in July 1901. 
Oklahoma 


City, Okla., had 20, with 10 in suc- 
cession, in July, 1934, and 4, with 2 
in succession, in i901. 
Fort Smith, 


Ark., had 24, with. 17 in succession, 
in 1934, and 13, with 5 in succession,

nwnently about July 26. 
The 1934 


heat wave broke, temporarily 
at 


least, about the same time in the 
month, except in the more South- 
western sections, especially in the 
Southern Plains, where it con- 
tinucd. 


The exceptionally high tempera- 
tjres of July were preceded this year 
by very high temperatures in June 
in the Middle West and Southwest, 
which was not the case in 1901. For 
example, at Des Moines, Iowa, the 
July 1901 mean temperature of 8.4 
degrees above normal 
followed. a 


mean June temperature only 2.6 
degre«s above normal. 
This year, 


however, at the same point the mean 
June temperature was 8.4 degrees 
above normal and the July mean, 
about 7 degrees above normal. At 
Columbia, Mo.,—another high tem- 
perature center in both years—the 
mean June temperature of 1.5 de- 
grees above normal rose to 9.6 de- 
grees above normal in July in 1901. 
This year the June temperature at 
Columbia was 7.6 degrees above nor- 
mal and the July temperature, near- 
ly 12 degrees above normal.

STOCK MARKET CONTROL BILL. 
To The Editor Of The News, 
New Castle, Pa.' 
Gentlemen: 


Since the agitation for and enact- 


ment by Congress of the Stock Mar- 
ket Control Bill, the losses to the 
owners of. corporate stocks have 
been staggering. Such a widely held 
stock as that of the United States 
Steel Corporation has depreciated 
approximately 
twenty-five dollars 


per share. This means a total loss 
to the stockholders of this one com- 
pany of over $21,750,000.00. Hun- 
dreds of other standard stocks have 
depreciated to a greater, or less ex- 
tent and many of the speculating is- 
sues have fallen to one-third and 
even one-fourth of their former 
value. It is impossible to estimate 
the total loss to stockholders; but it 
evidently runs into the billions. 


This was so that the boys in the 
President's Brain Trust might have 
an opportunity of carrying out some 
of their radical ideas. It seems never 
to enter the mind of these Brain 
Trusters that American stock could 
be traded Just as readily.. in the 
Canadian, English and French mar- 
kets and would be wholly free of any 
control by the Security Act. 


This act is just as senseless as 
trying to raise the level of a lake 
by darning one of its many outlets.

We have had some experience in 
the last few years with Prohibition 
laws and the first act of the presi- 
dent on taking office was to recom- 
mend its repeal, because, it could 
not be enforced. Notwithstanding 
this, he has used all the influence 
of his office to pass through con- 
gress a law regulating stock that is 
just as drastic and just as impossi- 
ble of enforcement, as was the pro- 
hibition act. 


The most serious effect of the act, 


however, has been to destroy fhe 
confidence of investors in the bil- 
lions of American securities. 
We 


cannot hope for a return of pros- 
perity until confidence in these se- 
curities is restored.

ence cannot be restored by radical 
legislation such as the security act.

Z To date about one-half of the to­ 
tal of 3,400,000 ci bic yards of mass 
concrete is in place. 
The tentative 
program calls for completion of this 
work by August, 1937. 
If present 
progress cohtinues, it will be com­ 
pleted by May, 1935, Ickes said. 
It appears now that storage 
of 
water in the Boulder Dam reservoir 
will start the latter part

They Immediately notified local po- 
lice and returned with Patrolman 
Fred Henderson. Upon examination 
Patrolman Henderson found that 
the man's heart and pulse 
were 


beating. 
With the aid of the above 


men he placed Weller in the police 
car and rushed him to the local hos- 
pital. 


The man presented 
a 
peculiar 


case to- Dr. H. H. Davis, who ex- 
amined him. 
His heart and pulse 


were normal and there were 
no 


marks of physical violence or foul 
play. 
The physicians could detect no 


signs of intoxication, and it was 
later discovered that the man's be- 
longings were intact. 
Weller im- 


mediately responded to treatment 
in the hospital. 


How he got where he was found 


is a mystery. 
Weller stated that 


he had been to a dance at Con-E-Q, 
which was over about 12:30. 
He is 


said to have admitted having a few 
drinks during the evening.
